TOKYO (UPI) — Communist 
China called today for a nation­ 
wide campaign to make “ full 
preparations” for sending Chi­ 
nese to fight Americans in Viet 
Nam. It rejected peace propos­ 
als except on Communist terms. 


Peking’s 
threat 
to dispatch 
troops to Viet Nam was made 
conditional on continued Amer­ 
ican escalation of the war in 
Viet Nam and on whether the 
Vietnamese people “need” Chi­ 
nese troops. 


The action was taken by the 
standing committee of the Na­ 
tional Peoples Congress of Red 
China, a rubber stamp parlia­ 
ment which would not act with­ 
out the approval of Communist 
party leader Mao Tze-tung and 
other Communist leaders. 


A committee r e s o l u t i o n 
broadcast by the Communist 
New China News Agency re­ 
peated 
Peking’s 
oft - voiced 
promise that the Chinese peo­ 


ple will not sit idly by” while 
North Viet Nam is attacked. 


This was believed to bo the 
first time Peking has specifical­ 
ly threatened to send troops 
into Viet Nam. 
The Russians have said they 
may send “ volunteers” to Viet 
Nam if requested to do so. The 
Chinese 
statement, 
however, 
hinted at organized recruiting 
and mass troop shipments on 
the pattern of Peking’s inter­ 
vention in the Korean War.

troop movements conditional on 
“ the event that U.S. imperial­ 
ism continues to escalate its 
war of aggression and the Viet­ 
namese people need them (the 
Chinese).” 


Both the Chinese and North 
Vietnamese

peace talks open. Soviet P re­ 
mier Alexei N. Kosygin said 
Monday peace can come only 


when the United States with­ 
draws from Viet Nam.

The warning, by Dr. Richard 
Masland, a director of the N a­ 
tional Institute of Neurological 
Diseases and Blindness, was in­ 
cluded in secret testimony giv­ 
en Feb. 19 before a House ap­ 
propriations subcommittee. The 
testimony 
was 
made 
public 
yesterday. 
Masland said that “ we are 
very 
fearful 
that 
between 
a 
half and one p er cent of all the 
babies 
whose 
mothers 
were 
pregnant during this period of 
the epidemic are going to be 
defective.” 
He 
said 
that 
government 


studies indicated about 2 mil­ 
lion women “ w ere at risk dur­ 
ing this period of time.” 
“ If these figures are correct, 
there will be thousands of de­ 
fective 
babies 
in 
the 
United 
States from this one epidemic,” 
he added. 
“ Since many of these women 
have not delivered yet,” M as­ 
land said, “ the full impact of 
this has not hit the country. 
But this is a m ajor tragedy.” 
Masland 
said 
the 
epidemic 
was expected to strike the West 
( oast and Hawaii this sum m er, 
but 
that 
the 
Public 
Health 
Service

He said that gam m a globulin 
h as been used as a passive im ­ 
munization, and that one test 
showed it reduced the incidents 
of Germ an measles by about 50 
per cent.
